They seem to have been invested 
with the power of prosecuting any gentlemen they like and sending them 
handcuffed to the authorities, even in the absence of sufficient proof of the 
accusation they bring against them. The fact of the accused having been 
acquitted, on their being declared not guilty, after their having been subjected 
to the severity of the judicial trial, is as much creditable to the court as it is 
disgraceful to the police authorities who got up the prosecution. India is under 
British rule under which, as they say, a lion and a goat can safely drink 
side by side at the same stream. But now it is under the same British 
Government that the police have thus been insulting innocent native gentlemen, 
and the authorities have evidently been indifferent to the matter. Would this 
tend to increase or decrease the police tyranny ? How would the honour and 
reputation of the gentry be safe should nothing be done to check the police in 
the perpetration of such enormities?

Under these circumstances, if a particular individual or a particular 
sect becomes excited for not heaving found the thing they wanted, the pro- 
preter cannot be held responsible for it. The Magistrate as well as the

In this case, the summoning of the proprietors of the Baira Hat and the endea- 
vour to notify through them the free sale of Jelati articles at the said hat and 
the threat held out to the people that a punitive police force will be quartered 
there—all these are now believed to be mere subterfuges as well as eulum for 
promoting the sale of declaw articles. 

It is these illegal attempts and unlawful acts on the part of the officials 
that can be mentioned as the true cause of unrest and breaches of the 
peace. Firstly, this treatment of the proprietor of the hAt encourages and 
emboldens the illiterate Musalmans to oppress the Hindus. Secondly, it teaches 
the people that they are, as a rule, at liberty to oppress the proprietors of a hit 
if such things as they want are not available there, and that the Government 
will side with them in that matter. But what will the Magistrate do if, in 
consequence of the bad example set, there should be oppression on the 
proprietors and the shop-keepers?

The 
provincial Advisory Councils will likewise be composed of safe members 
and the legal practitioners and other independent men will be carefully 
eliminated. So the work of administration will go on merrily and without 
any hitch whatever. 

In the expanded Councils the number of Mahomedan members ought to 
have been much larger than at present, What will the zamindnars do in the 
Legislative Council ? Men who have no knowledge of the law and its techni- 
calities can have nothing to do in the Councils. Had there been arrange- 
ments for polao and korma, the zamindars might profitably join the Legis- 
lative Council meetings and do ample justice tothe rich repasts, How is it 
that Government is so kind to them? The Indians are no longer such fools as 
to be unable to see through these tricks and subterfuges of the Government and 
to realise that it is not at all willing to have independent, learned and fearless 
men in iis Councils.

And the infant 
mortality is such as to suggest apprehensions of the early extinction of the 
Bengali race, Think again of the deaths from fever year after year. Are not 
all these deaths to be attributed to scarcity of food a water? It isan English 
medical man who has written— 

‘* Fever is euphemism for insufficient food, scanty clothing and unfit 
dwellings.”’

ations district where there is distress due to floods and 
hopes that they have done semething for the relief of the distressed people. 


The writer, however, thinks that the distress is so acute and widespread 
that a large amount of money is necessary to render proper relief for a 
long time. It is estimated that the distress will continue till the sarade 
and rabi crops are reaped, that is, till the month of December next. 


Babu Radhasyam Mahanty gives the following account of his relieving 
tour through the (eater tracts :— : 

“ Under the orders of the Committee that sat at the Cuttack Town Hall on 
the 80th of August last, I started for Kendrapara on the Ist of September, 
carrying one hundred maunds of rice with me. Habu Gokulsandar Patnaik 
was with me. On the night of the lst, I had a consultation with the 
Subdivisional officer of Kendrapara, under whose advice ] started for Union 
no. 4 in thana Aul, whcre the distress was so acute as to defy all description. 
Though the water had subsided to a certain extent, the fields around me 
pres the appearance of a vast sheet of water. About 8 square miles of 
and in that Union were under water. There are 12 other such Unions in this 
Subdivision, which are still under water. Even up to the present moment 
there is water in the houses of the villagers, and I find considerable difficulty in 
identifying the villages. The appearance of my relieving boat invited the 
villagers to come to me in numbers. Small canoes ringing with cheers and 
ejaculations of yoy approached me with satisfaction. I distributed rice, 
tumarind, salt, and chilli, giving provisions to each man for two to seven days. 
Their emaciated appearance and their sorrowful look made me shed tears, and 
I forgot myself in she contemplation of the sorrows of m y fellows beings. In 
fact, they were so hungry that some of them were seen to chew raw rice with 
pleasure. Children were seen to snatch ‘away rice from their parents or 
guardians. The residents of this part of the Subdivision are mostly poor, and 


a large number of them belong to the Pan and Kandra castes. They are 
mostly day lab urers, The distribution of rice kept me engaged from mor nio 
till 10 p.u, This was both a work of pleasure and sorrow for me. I ha 


thus to spend six days and six nights in my boat. In this work of relief 
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many thanks are due to the Subdivisional officer, Babu Nabin Chandra Mitra, 
a pleader, and Babu Ambika Charan Basu, the manager of the Baladev temple, 
for their sympathy and cooperation. The distressed people of these. tracts 
will no doubt require assistance for a large number of days.- I therefore 
most humbly and respectfully request both the Government and the. charitable 
public to continue their assistance steadily for some weeks more.” — 
Kabu Gopabandhu Das gives the following account of his tour through the 
distressed tracts:-— | oe 
“Inthe company of a certain number of college students, I started for 
Kendrapara, tough it was raining continuously and heavily, By the help of 
Babu Ambika Charan Basu, the manager of the Baladev temple and Narendra 
Babu, a local zamindar, we managed to reach Judipur on the night of the 29th 
August. On the following day, we took our stand onthe Judipur canal 
embankment and saw around us a vast sheet of water resembling a sea, The 
entire Judipur village had been washed away, a few remnants remaining only 
to remind us of its former existence. Where there were houses, there remains 
water, navigable only by boats. In certain places the water is deep, Some 
of the villagers have taken shelter on the embankments by erecting tempo- 
rary sheds. As if the cup of their misery is not full, cholera has begun to 
torment them. The fell disease is raging virulently on all sides. The 
bad smell issuing from the locality is simply tormenting to the nose. 
Tiere is neither dry place nor wood to burn the dead. Some of the 
dead bodies are either burnt or buried, or are thrown into the water. 
The greater part of our cholera medicines wa consumed here, Unfortu- 
nately the medicines proved an entire failure. What could a few drops of 
medicine do to men who were drinking polluted water and living in un- 
healthy abodes? We distributed some rice and flattened rice among the people 
of Judipur. It wasraining heavily. We could not move about as no boat was 
available. The following day we got a boat with great difficulty. The 
same night we left Judipur, as we had not the patience to remain in a place, 
where dead bodies were floating on all sides. At about 10 p.m. we reached 
the village Dhumat and remained in the office-house of the zamindar Jogendra- 
nath Bose. That village was also under water. ‘The office-house was saved, 
because it was on a high mound. There we learnt from the Tahsildar that he 
and other men saved themselves by sitting on roofs of houses for two or 
three days. We also learnt that the zamindar had already sent some maunds 
of rice for the relief of his tenants, and that more was coming for the same 
perpen We therefore started for the Tartipal village on the next morning. 
n our watery way, the residents of village Alpua came running for help, and 
to them was supplied s:me rice and flattened rice. ‘I'he village Tartipal was 
reached in midday. It belongsto Raja Baikuntha Nath De Bahadur. “We 
remained in his office house, and learnt that no relief had reached the village 
from the Raja up to that time. Our preseace was therefore greeted by the 
villagers, who came to us running. Some came to us swimming, No time 
was therefore lost in distributing rice and flattened rice. The number of 
relief-seckers was very large. In consultation with the amla of the Raja, we 
distributed rice at the rate of two chhataks per boy or girl and of four chhataks 
per man or woman. The most hungry .boys and girls were supplied with 
flattened rice (chura). After staying there for one night, we started next 
morning for the Dandis:Ai village. This village was also under water. Just 
as we rowed round the village, hundreds of boys, girls, men and women 
greeted our relieving boat. ‘lheir distress made us forget our own wants. We 
therefore distributed rice without any rest. ‘This night also we spent on the 
boat. On the next day the village Chauliadiha and other neighbouring villages 
were relieved in our way to the Palim village. This Patim village has fared 
no better. In fact, the more we rowed towards the sido of Jajpur, the greater 
was the distress visible. By the help of some gentlemen in Palim, assistance 
was given to those only whuv were in great need, Spending this day at Palim 
we rowed towards Boitala Patua. This village belongs to Tisania Mahal. 
The distress and desolation all around made us sigh with sorrow. We felt 
uneasy as our stock of food was nearing exhuustion. Seeing that we were 
unable to offer tangible assistance, we had to console our countrymen and country- 
women with sweet words. On an examination of the condition of the village 
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we found that not a house was existing that bore not the marks of the ravages 
of the flood-water. Some were heard to cry out, “ Father,’ there {fs no hope 
for us.’ Others said, ‘‘ Babu, it is better to die than to remain in this 


wretched condition” ‘These men and women had not taken food for five days. 


After the water receded, they had to live upon the leaves of pumpkins. Wa 
were then forced to go back to Judipur, as it was found difficult and dangerons 
to navigate further, and as the stock of our provisions was being exhausted. 
It was all a sea, a few banyan and peepul trees standing out here and there to 
show us the way. On ‘examining these trees, we found that their branches 


were covered with straw and other household rubbish, thus mdking us infer 
that the surface of the flood-water must have _ up several feet high. We 
i 


then came to village Gamu in the Jajpur subdivision on Wednesday night, 
We had then to help the people of lower Kaipara, and here our stock was 
entirely exhausted... The people of this village expecting no succour from an 
quarter were in despair. Our approach was therefore a god-send to them. 
We had not enough to meet their wants. When they learnt that we were not 
in a position to help them, they began to cry bitterly. This cry constantly 
rings in our ears, and we shall not forget it as long as we live. With an empty 
store, we had to trace back our steps hastily from Gamu to Kendrapara vit 
Judipur, On reaching Kondrapara, we found that Babu Nabin Krishna Mitra, 
a pleader, and Babu Nibaran Chandra Mukhopadhayay, a doctor, were busily 
engaged in devising plans of relief. We expressed our gratitude to them in 
feeling terms. We laboured unceasingly, but our regret was that we had _ not 
enough to spare. We travelged over an area of 25 square miles. We rendered 
relief to about 5,000 souls.. Our temporary assistance was like a drop of water 
in the ocean. The gratitude of the relieved people knew no bounds, when 
they learnt that the assistance had come from their brethren in Cuttack. By 
comparing the fruits of our experience with available maps and the chaukidari 
union books, we arrived at the conclusion that an area of 1.000 to 1,200 square 
miles was under water. More than a lakh of men and women only in the 
Kendrapara subdivision are in distress, The number of men iu distress in 
the Jajpur subdivision is not less. ‘The state of Bhadrak is not known to us. 
From a rough calculation we find that more than two lakhs of people are 
houseless and are in need of food and raiment. Leaving aside the great famine 
of 1866, we do not remember the people of Cuttack to have been engulfed 
in such a big disaster as the present one. Let the public judge what they 
should do under the existing circumstances,”

VI.—MIs¢eELLANEOUS. 


1132. Reis and Rayyet differs from the opinion of Sir John Hewett 
ici all - that the salvation of India depends on the diversion 
: . of a substantial proportion of the population from 
agricultural to industrial pursuits. India, it says, 18 pre-eminently an agricul- 
tural country, and so the labouring population cannot be drawn from agricul- 
ture without seriously injuring the cultivation of crops. It is therefore a plain 
fact that the Indian agriculturist cannot leave his home for better prospacts 
either in the factory or in the mine. If India is to be a manufacturing country 
it must depend on skilled labour. To provide for this the whole of the present 


educational system must be thoroughly recast and put on a modern and scien- 
tific basis. 


1133. Motherland says that it is a mistake to suppose that those 
who are engaged in the present struggle have been 
mainly animated by fierce anti-British propensities. 
But such is not the case. So long as the people had their granaries full, they 
seldom came out from their huts to square up their accounts with their rulers; 
but the Free Trade policy has so much impoverished the nation that according 
to the official estimates themselves the large majority of the children of the soil 
starve half the year round. Self-preservation is the first law of nature; and if 
the Indians are to save themselves from total annihilation they cannot but 
engage themselves heart and soul to work out their national salvation.

The condition of Indian subjects was bad enough under the Boer Republic, 
bit it would appear to have become worse since the Transvaal became an 
integral part of the British Empire.
